It has been found by experience that the Cultivation of the 
surface soil in the «pring is a very desirable praetice, Not only 
does it destroy many of the hardier weeds and grasses which 
begin growth early, but it gives the air freer access into the soil, 
warming it up much more rapidly than if it were left compact, 
and thus favoring early growth of the plant, whether itbe « 
fruit tree, bush fruit or herbaceous perennial 

By cultivating the soil early in the spring, also, moisture will 
be conserved, and later in the season the moisture aaved in this 
way mnay be a great difference in the value of the crop.
